Discussion, Faddington asked for information regarding a Trust Deed 
drawn up in connection with the purchase of 52, Clapham 
High Street. 
The General Secretary stated that the B.C, had not had 
sight of the Trust Deed; the Trustees had seen it and the 
H.C. agreed that it should be signed on their behalf by him. 
Paddington stated that the Party were launched on something 
for which there was no precedent; they deprecated that the 
B.C. authorised the signing of an agreement without first 
thoroughly examining it. The Party did not own the property, 
it was owned by the Trustees; the Party therefore did not 
control the premises, 
, Comrade R. Ambridge (Trustee) said that the Party was 
a non-corporate body; it was true that the 3.0. did not 
have Sight of the Trust Deed which clearly laid down the 
relationship between the Party and the Trustees; the 
property was bought out of moneys provided by the Party and 
the Trustees could only act when instructed to do so by the 
B.C.s§ within the Trust Deed was a clause indemnifying the 
Trustees against loss. It could be awkward if one Trustee 
refused to sign any documents, then, to obtain permission 
for another Trustee to hold the roperty one would have to 
go to law.
